Washington, Nov. 12—Outlaw war 
and cut arm am ent, President Harding 
urged in opening the great conference 
on the limitation of arm am ent in Con­ 
tinental hall here today. 
•'Our hundred millions frankly want 
less of arm am ent and none of war," he 
told the assembled delegates. 
President Harding offered no speci­ 
fic program. 
He devoted himself en­ 
tirely to impressing on the delegates 
the world hunger for peace and re­ 
lief from the crushing burdens of big 
arm am ents. 
Standing at the head of the confer­ 
ence 
table, 
he 
pleaded 
for 
frank, 
straightforw ard 
exchange 
of 
views 
without suspicion and resort to in­ 
trigue. 
No pride need be humbled and no 
nationality need be submerged in the 
effort to reach w*orld peace, President 
Harding said. 
But, he warned, "there 
can be no cure without sacrifice." 
America, he explained, goes into the 
conference with unselfish hands, sus­ 
pecting no enemy, harboring no fears, 
neither contem plating nor apprehend­ 
ing conquest—bent only upon doing 
only that finer nobler thing which no 
nation can do alone. 
Civilization, President H arding de­ 
clared, has today come to its crucial 
test. 
"The conclusions of this hotly will 
have a signal influence on all human 
progress—on 
the 
fortunes 
of 
the 
world," the president said, adding that 
it is impossible to over estim ate its 
importance. 
He expressed gratification 
at 
ad­ 
dressing representatives of the nations 
with whom the United States was as­ 
sociated in the world war. 
T he conference, he believes, "is an 
earnest of the awakened conscient < 
of twentieth century civilization." 
The following is President Hard 
Dig s address in full: 
.Mr. Secretary and m em bers of the 
conference, ladies and gentlem en: 
It is a great and happy privilege to 
hid the delegates to this conference a 
cordial welcome to the capitol of the 
United States of America. 
It is no! 
only a satisfaction to greet you be­ 
cause we were lately participants in 
a common cause, in which shared sac­ 
rifices 
and 
sorrow s 
and 
trium phs 
brought our nations more closely to­ 
gether, but it is gratifying to address 
you as the spokesman 
for 
nations 
whose convictions and attending ac­ 
tions have so much to do with the 
weal or woe of all mankind. 
It is not possible to over-apprise the 
im portance of such a conference. 
It 
is no unseemly boast, no disparage­ 
ment of other nations which, though 
not represented are beld in highest 
respect, to declare that the conclu­ 
sions of this body will have a signal 
influence on all hum an progress—on 
the fortunes of the world. 
Here is a meeting, I can well be­ 
lieve which is an earnest awakened 
conscience of 20th century civilization. 
It is not a convention of remorse, 
not a session of sorrow. 
It is not the 
conference of victors to define term s 
of settlement. 
Nor is it a counsel of 
nations seeking to remake < hum an­ 
kind. 
It is rath er a coming together, 
from ail parts of the earth, to apply 
the better attributes of mankind to 
minimize the faults in our in te rn a­ 
tional relationships. 
Speaking as official sponsor for the 
invitation, I think I may say the call 
is not of the United States of America 
alone it is rath er the spoken word of 
a war wearied world, struggling for

It is easy to understand this w orld­ 
wide aspiration. 
The gloty of tri­ 
umph, the rejoicing in achievement, 
the love of liberty, the devotion to 
country, the pangs of sorrow, the bu r­ 
dens of debt, the desolation of ruin 
all these are appraised alike in all 
lands. 
Here in the United States we 
are but freshly turned from the burial 
of 
an 
unknown 
American 
soldier, 
niien a nation sorrowed while paying 
him trihate. 
Whether it was spoken 
or not, a hundred million of our peo­ 
ple were summ arizing the inexcusable 
causes, the incalculable cost, the un­ 
speakable sacrifices and the un u tter­ 
able sorrows, anil there was the ever 
impelling question: 
How cun hum an­ 
ity Justify or God forgive? 
Human 
hate dem ands no such toll; ambition 
and greed m u tt be denied it. 
lf m is­ 
understanding roust take the blame 
then let us banish it. and let under­ 
standing rule and m ake good will reg ­ 
nant everywhere. 
All of us demand 
liberty and justice. 
There cannot be 
one without the other and they m ust 
he held the unquestioned possession of 
all peoples. 
Inherent rights are of 
I God, and the tragedies of the world 
originate in their 
attempted 
denial. 
The world today is infringing their en­ 
joyment by arm ing to defend or deny 
when simply sanity calls for their rec­ 
ognition through common understand­ 
ing. 
Out of the cataclysm of the world 
war came new fellowships, new con­ 
victions, new aspirations. 
It is ours 
to make the most of them. 
A world 
stdggeiing with debt needs its burden 
lifted. 
Ii i..:ianity 
which 
has 
been 
shocked ny wanton destruction would 
minimize the agencies of that destruc­ 
tion. 
Contemplating the m easureless 
cost of war and the continuing burden 
of aim am ent, all thoughtful peoples 
wish for real lim itation of arm am ent 
and would like war outlawed. 
In sob­ 
erest reflection the world's hundreds 
of millions who pay in peace and die 
in war wish their statesm en lo turn 
the expenditures for destruction into 
means of comtiruction, 
aimed 
at 
a 
higher state for those who live and fol­ 
low after. 
It is not alone th at the world can 
not readjust itself and cast aside the 
excess burdens without relief from the 
leaders of men. 
War has grown pro­ 
gressively cruel and more destructive 
from the first recorded conflict to this 
pregnant day, and the reverse order 
would most become our boasted civil­ 
ization. 
Gentlemen of the conference, the 
United States welcomes you with un­ 
selfish hands. 
We harbor no fears; 


we have no sordid ends to serve; we 
suspect no enemy; we seek nothing 
which is another's. 
We only wish to 
do with you that finer, nobler thing, 
which no nation can do alone. 
We wish to sit with you at the table 
of 
international 
understanding 
and 
good will. 
In good conscience we are 
eager to meet you frankly and invite 
and offer co-operation. 
The world de­ 
mands a sober contemplation of the 
existing order and tile realization that 
there can be no cure without sacrifice, 
not by one of us, but by all of us. 
I do not mean surrendered rights, or 
narrowed freedom, or denied asp ira­ 
tions, or ignored national necessities. 
Our republic would no more ask for 
these than it would give. 
No pride 
need be humbled, no nationality sub­ 
merged, but I would have a mergence 
of minds com mitting all of us to less 
preparation for war and more enjoy­ 
ment of fortunate peace. 
The higher hopes come to the spirit 
of our coming together. 
It is but just 
to recognize varying needs and pecul­ 
iar positions. 
Nothing can he accom ­ 
plished in disregard of national ap­ 
prehensions. 
This is not to be done 
in 
intrigue. 
G reater 
assurance 
is 
found in the exchanges of simple hon­ 
esty and directness, among men re­ 
solved to accomplish as becomes lead­ 
ers among nations, when civilization 
itself has come to its crucial test. 
It is not to he challenged that gov- 
J 
em inent fails when the excess of its 
cost robs the people of the way to 
happiness 
and 
the 
opportunity to 
achieve. 
If the finer sentim ents were 
not luring the cold, hard facts of ex­ 
cessive cost and the eloquence of ec­ 
onomics would urge us to reduce our 
arm am ents. 
If the concept of a bet­ 
ter order does not appeal, then let us 
ponder the burden and the blight of 
continued competition. 
It is not to be denied that tho world 
has swung along throughout the ages 
without heeding this call from the 
kindlier hearts of men. 
But the same 
world never before was so tragically 
brought to realization of the u tter fu­ 
tility of passion's sway when reason 
and conscience and fellowship point 
a nobler way. 
I can speak officially only for our 
United Stifles. 
One hundred millions 
frankly wpnt less Of arm am ent and 
mrtie of war. 
Wholly free from guile, 
sure in our own minds that we harbor 
no unworthy designs, we accredit the 
world with the same good intent. 
So 
I welcome you not alone in good will 
and high purpose, but with high faith. 
We are met for a service to m an­ 
kind. 
In all simplicity, in ail honesty 
and all honors, there may he written 
bere the avowals of a world conscience 
refined by Hie consuming tires of war 
and made more sensitive by the anx­ 
ious afterm ath. 
I hope for that un­ 
derstanding which will emphasize tile 
guarantees of peace, and for com mit­ 
ments of less burdens aud a better or­ 
der which will tranquilize the world. 
In such an accom plishment there will 
be added glory to your flags and ours, 
and the rejoicing 
of 
mankind 
will 
make the transcending music of ail 
succeeding time.

suspension of construction of all naval 
building program s will he one of the 
principal points of the American pro­ 
posals for the limitation of naval a r ­ 
mament at the W ashington conference 
it was learned today. 
Another main part of the American 
proposals. It is understood, will he 
that limitation of arm am ent he agreed 
to on the principle that navies hence­ 
forth are to be for defense, and not for 
offense. 
T hese two poiuts. It Is believed, 
form the principal part of the Ameri­ 
can program for limitation of naval 
arm am ent, which is eagerly awaited 
by all powers. 
T he naval plan of the 
United States which has been kept as 
a closely guarded secret, will be pre­ 
sented shortly to the conference on 
limitation of arm am ent, opening to­ 
day. 
The proposed suspension of naval 
building will apply to ail the five 
principal powers in the conference 
the United States, Great Britain, Ja 
pan, F rance and italy. 
The plan is 
understood to be the suspending of 
naval 
construction 
until 
definite 
agreement a for a limitation of naval 
arm am ent are reached by the confer­ 
ence or other mea na. 
It is pointed out by some, who are 
in favor of a suspension of navul con­ 
struction during the eoaferenqe, that 
this would be tho most salutory sort 
of notice to the world that the confer­ 
ence was determiner] to limit arm a­ 
ments. 
Hug e sum s of money also probably 
would be saved by the principal naval 
powers

For instance, in the case of the United 
States, the current naval appropria 
lion 
building 
fund 
authorized 
was

Great Britain, the United States and 
Japan would be the principal powers 
affected by a suspension agreement 
Tb»* first power has Just authorized 
the construction of four great buttle 
cruisers. 
The United Htates is build 
trig nine battle ships and six cruisers, 
and Japan seven battleships and eight 
battle cruisers. 
Some of the Anteri 
can und Japanese ships 
are 
almost 
ready for launching. 
The two prin 
rips! points in the American prop*** 
als make it clear the United State 
will seek to establish a limitation of 
navsl arm am ent 
T his 
means 
that 
navies be limited to, as far as neces 
nary, only for defense and is not built 
with a view of being used for offense 
W btk the American government has 
some definite ideas about the details 
of how naval construction should be 
limited, such as how many ships to 
one power to so me ny of another pow­ 
er, much of this work Is expected to be 
thrown Into the conference itself, to 
be threshed out by experts. 


I . S. Proposes Na»al Reduction 


G. A It Hail, Washington, Nov. 12 - 
A sweeping program for the limitation 
of naval arm am ents was proposed to­ 
day by the United Htates. 
Sec retary of Stale Hughes, presid­ 
ing and speaking in behalf of Ameri­ 
ca before the arm s limitation confer­ 
ence, proposed: 
1. 
T hat a holiday in the naval con­ 
struction of capital shipt* for the next 
ten years be declared by the powers. 
2. 
T hat all capital 
ship 
building 
program s be abandoned. 
3. 
T hat 
certain 
older 
ships 
be 
scrapped. 
4. 
T bat general regard should be 
paid for existing naval ships. 
5. 
T bat the capital ship tonnage 


the reductions are made, would he as 
follows: 
United States, 500,660; Great B rit­ 
ain, 604,450; Jnpan, 290,700. 
Under 
the 
program, 
the 
United 
States will scrap 30 capital shipt*, built 
or in process of construction, a total 
of 845,740. 
Great Britain would scrap 
19 big ships with u tonnage reduction 
of 411,375 tons. 
Japan would destroy 
or cease construction of seven new 
capital shipt* with a tonnage of 289,- 
100, and scrap IO older ships with a 
total tonnage of 159,828 tons. 
Hughes then discussed the gradual 
replacement of the three great uavtes. 
He said: 
With respect to replacement, 
the 
United States proposes: 
1. 
That it he agreed that the first 
replacement tonnage shall not he laid 
down until ten years from the date of 
the agreement. 
2. 
T hat repin* ament be limited by 
an agreed maximum of capital ships, 
tonnage as follows: 
For the United States, 600,000 tons; 
for Great Britain, 600,000 tons; for 
Japan, 300,000 tons. 
3. 
That subject to the ten year lim­ 
itation 
above, 
aud 
the 
maximum 
standard capital ships may be replaced 
when they are twenty yearn old by 
capital ship construction. 
4. 
Tbat no capital ships shall be 
built in replacement with a tonnage 
displacement of more than 35,000 Iona. 
Hughes also proposed the limitation 
of auxiliary naval cruisers, subm ar­ 
ines, aeroplanes, carriers and air-craft. 
He suggested tbat the total tonnage 
of aircraft a. owed each power to be 
as follows: 
United States, 460,000 tons; Ureal 
Britain, 460,000 tons; Japan, 270,000 
tons. 
Submarine tonnage would be lim ­ 
ited to the United States navy, 90,000 
ions; Great Britain, 90.000 tons; J a ­ 
pan, 64,000 tons. 
All subm arines whose keels have 
been laid before yesterday, should be 
carried to completion. 
Naval aircraft would be limited as 
follows: 
United States, 80,000 tons; 
Great Britain, 80,000 Ions; Japan, 48,- 
000 tons. 
Regulations to govern conversion of 
merchant ships for war purposes must 
im provided be said. 
With tile acceptant* of this plan, 
Hughes said the burden of meeting 
the demands or complication in naval 
arm am ent would be released. 
Enor­ 
mous sums would be released to aid 
tile progress of civilization. 
At the 
santa time, the demanda of nationality 
would be adequately met, und the na 
lions would have am ple opportunity 
during the na*al holiday of ten years 
lo consider their future courses.

Sidelights on the Conference 


(By United Press) 


W ashington. Nov. 12 
The greatest 
international conference ever held In 
America is under way. 
With the leading representatives of 
nine nations, sitting around tile big 
"horse-shoe table of understanding" 
Secretary of State Hughes, head of the 
American delegation, opened the in­ 
ternational conference on limitation 
of arm am ent. 
Prayers for the success of the con­ 
ference came first on the program. 
President Harding, 
Introduced 
by 
Secretary Hughes, welcomed the d ele­ 
gates in a stirring appeal to outlaw 
wars. 
The president was given an ovation 
by the delegates and the 1,500 specta­ 
tors who filled every available space 
in the hall. 
Standing beside Hughes at the head 
of the conference 
table. 
President 
Harding then formally put the confer­ 
ence In motion in a brief address of 
welcome. 
Hughes' announcem ent of the ap­ 
pointment of Viscount Uakahaskl as 
premier of Japan, succeeding the late 
Prem ier tiara, caused a stir of inter­ 
est among the delegates. 
The floor was a mass of the world's 
greatest statesmen, military and naval 
men, admirals, generals, ’• army 
and 
navy men bedecked with medals and 
decorations, made the conference floor 
appear more like a council of wur 
than of peace. 
President Harding advanced to the 
head of th* table where Hughes took 
his hand. 
The audience 
stood 
with 
bowed heads during 
the 
invocation. 
Secretary Hughes first words were: 
"The conference will be opened with 
prayer." 
President Harding shook hands with 
Doctor Abernathy after 
the 
prayer. 
Hughes 
then 
said 
simply: 
"The 
president of the United States," and 
the entire audience rose In applause. 
Copies of the 
president's 
speech 
translate*! into the langauge of each 
of the delegations, 
was 
distributed. 
Applause broke out when President 
Harding said: 
"It Is no unseemly 
(mast tbat this will be a singular in­ 
fluence 0n all human progress, on the 
fortunes of the world." 
The presi­ 
dent spoke feelingly as he outlined the 
terrible effects of war. 
Greater ap­ 
plause was given him when he said: 
"All people would like war outlawed." 
Harding finished his speech at 10:60. 
T ears broke out when Harding ended 
his speech, und shook 
hands 
with 
American, British aud French dele­ 
gates. 
A rthur Balfour, head of the British 
delegation, was given a big ovation. 
Hughes announced that both French 
and English would be lite official lung 
uage at the conference. 
Hughes suggested that the confer­ 
ence organize. 
Balfour highly praised the prest 
dent's speec h. 
"The president of the 
United Htates has given us a most no­ 
ble s peec h." he said. 
"Ile has given 
us a motto of simplicity and honor. 
The conference adjourned ut 12:26 
until ll a rn. Tuesday. 


Hr) nu Lauds President’s Speech

conference, it brought together ail the 
principal delegates. 
The president's speech was almost 
entirely devote*! to the subject which 
calls the conference together. 
If ail the peace delegates 
of 
the 
world had Jolnd together to portray 
the horrors and awfulness of war and 
proclaim the glory of peace, they could 
not have conceived such an impelling 
scene as that on which the conference 
looked on Armistice Day. 
A great stillness and solemnity pre 
vade*! in the theatre. 
Seldom had so 
many people assembled, listened so 
silently. 
The 
religious 
element, 
combined 
with patriotism, inspired a feeling of 
worship and concentration. 
Those who attended the opening ges- 
-foc of the conference could not have

GREAT SIGNIFICANCE

The commanding 
voice of the world was summoned to 
u crusade against armed w arfare by 
President Harding as he stood at the 
bier of America's unknowu dead to ­ 
day, 
"His sacrifice und that of the mil­ 
lions dead, shall not ho in vain," the 
president promise*! in a selotnn vow 
that rang out over the silent m ourn­ 
ers in the vast am phitheatre. 
"There must be—there shall be—• 
the commanding voice of a conscious 
civilization against urmed warfare." 
President 
Harding 
addressed 
his 
measured words directly at the dis­ 
arm am ent delegates who Bat grouped 
in front of him. 
His declaration, ut­ 
tered on the eve of the great confer­ 
ence that meets tomorrow, carried sig­ 
nificance. 
Then with tender tribute, he swung 
into the climax of his oration. 
"As we return this poor clay to its 
motlier soil, garlanded by love und 
covered with the decorations that only 
uatlons can bestow I can sense the 
prayers of our people, of all peoples, 
that this Armistice Day shall m ark 
.he beginning of a new and lasting 
era of peace on eurth, good will among 
men." 
Bending reverently over the casket, 
the president, with the vast audience 
joining softly, offered up the Lord's 
prayer us bu closed bls address. 
"I speak not as a pacifist fearing 
war, but as one who loves justice and 
nates war," Harding declared in volc- 
ttig his resolution 
that 
civilization 
.mist make a supreme effort to end 
war for all lime. 
"Let us give of our influence und 
strength, yea, of our aspirations and 
convictions, to put mankind on a little 
uglier plane, exulting and exalting, 
with war s distressing und depressing 
rn girdles barred from the stage of 
ighteoiis civilization,' he pleaded. 
With vivid strokes, Harding painted 
.he spectacular ruin of death he wit­ 
nessed during a modern battle demon- 
•(ration at Camp Denning, Georgia, 
recently when the eurth trembled as 
nig guns set shells shrieking over bis 
.lead and tracer bullets flew past in 
deadly concentration.

Surely no one in authority with hu­ 
man attributes aud a full appraisal of 
the patriotic loyalty of his countrym en 
could ask the manhood of kingdom, 
--in pl re or republic to make such a 
sacrifice until all reason had failed, 
until appeal to justice through under­ 
standing had been denied, until every 
cfi ort of love und consideration for 
fellow men had been exhausted, until 
freedom itself and inviolate honor had 
been threatened." 
Passages of melting tenderness for 
the unknown dead that moved many 


i ii the audience to tears were woven 
into President H arding’s attack on the 
God of War. 
‘ We gather him to

breast," he said simply, "within the 
shadow of the capitol, of the towering 
haft that honors 
Washington, 
the 
great father, and of the exquisite mon­ 
ument to Lincoln, the martyred savi­ 
our. 
Here the inspirations of yester­ 
day and the conscience of today for­ 
ever unito to make the republic wor­ 
thy of his death for flag and country."

This American soldier went forth to 
battle with no hatred for any people 
in the world, but hating war and hat­ 
ing the purpose of every war for con­ 
quest. 
He cherished 
our

armed domination; and in the mael­ 
strom of destruction and suffering and 
death he fired his abo! for liberation 
of the captive conscience of the world. 
In advancing toward his objective was 
somewhere a thought 
of

world 
awakened; and we are here to testify 
undying gratitude and reverence for 
that thought of a wider freedom. 
On such an occasion, as this amid 
such a scene, our thoughts alternate 
between defenders living and defend­ 
ers dead. 
A grateful republic will be 
worthy of them both.

Bleeping in these hallowed grounds 
are thousands of Americans who have 
given their blood for the baptism of 
freedom and its maintenance, armed 
exponents of the nation's conscience.

MEAT PROFITEERING 


Now we all know why there is such 
a wide margin between wholesale and 
retail meat price*, and why the retail 
prices are bo unreasonably high in 
comparison. 
At least we know that 
the Departm ent of Agriculture, which 
has made a nation-wide investigation 
of retail m eat prices, charges that re­ 
tail 
meat dealers 
throughout 
the 
country are now making more than 
double their pre-war profits. 
It fur­ 
ther makes the astounding declara­ 
tion that Hie average retail meat deal­ 
er has increased his profits 117 per 
cent compared with what he made 
before the war! 
Tile Department will submit its re­ 
port to Congress, which will inform 
the country fully how 
the 
average 
meat dealer is profiteering, and a rec­ 
ommendation for action will probably 
accompany the report. 
The Depart­ 
ment can keep tab on the business un­ 
til meat reaches tile dealer under tile 
meat packer control law, and unless 
some way can lie found to curb the

AMERICA OVER GRAVE OF UNKNOWN HERO

In this spirit America and in a sense 
the World kneel to pay homage to 
some 
unknown, 
unclaimed 
human 
body salvaged (rom the soil of out­ 
raged France, a mute victim of the 
sacrifices which saved cviilisation. 
As if to rededicate the 
cause 
for 
which the Stars and 
Stripes 
were 
streaked with blood and m illions of 
brave men laid down their lives, this 
Republic and its comrades in arms 
swung forth today and proudly lavish' 
eld honors, never dreamed of by any 
potentate on this unknown dead sol­ 
dier 


While the entire nation bowed its 
head in silent tribute for two minutes 
yesterday, in response to a presiden­ 
tial proclamation. President Harding. 
ex-Presidents 
Woodrow 
Wilson and 
William Howard Taft, scores of high 
officials and representatives of the 
great powers of the earth, honored 
America’s unknown dead in services at 
the Arlington National Cemetery. 
On the casket in the presence of 
the distinguished world assemblage, 
were placed Hic highest military deco­ 
rations of the allied countries and the 
Congressional Medal of Honor of the 
United States. 
President 
Harding 
delivered 
the 
principal address, and his words liter­ 
ally were heard in New York .Chicago, 
and San Francisco, by means of "loud 
speaking" telephones. 
On this day, three years ago, there 
was brought to an end a maelstrom of 
conflict which engulfed and ravished 
the earth. 
During four horrible years 
War with murderous fire and devilish 
poisons destroyed the pride of races, 
wiped out billions in treasure, and 
with polluting breath laid low fair 
fields and thriving cities, 
This body 
today the moBt honored in history, was 
a human part of all this. 
This body is the human story of 
mothers tears, of the sacrifices of u 
Nation. 
This is every mother’s son, 
who came back alive or dead. 
But 
especially it is the boy of the mothers 
who left 2,089 unknown American sol­ 
diers dead on the World War battle­ 
fields. 


Today Am erica’s Unknown Soldier 
Hero lay in state in the rotunda of the 
National Capitol. 
The body rested on 
the same cafulque on 
which 
were 
placed the bodies of 
the 
martyred 
Presidents Lincoln, Garfield and Mc 
Kinley. 
Here, the body had rested for more 
than twenty-four hours, under a guard 
ol honor. Through the day and night, 
there have stood four silent sentinels, 
one near each corner of the bier. 
This bodyguard hag been specially 
picked from the engineers, cavalry, ar­ 
tillery and infantry of the Army, and 
from the Navy, Marine Corps and Na­ 
tional Guard, go that the four sentinels 
on duty at any one time have repre­ 
sented different arms and branches of 
the country’s armed forces.
